The  winter  quarter  Junior  English  Proficien- 
cy Examination  will  be  given  in  the  Eyring 
Science  Center  Saturday,  reports  Ralph 
Britsch,  head  of  the  English  Dept. 

ALL  STUDENTS  who  plan  to  graduate  from 
Brigham  Yqung  University  must  first  pass  the 
examination,  Britsch  said. 

A student  should  take  this  examination  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter  that  he  is  a junior  if  he 
has  fulfilled  his  graduation  requirement  in 
freshman  composition. 

STUDENTS  NOT  filling  their  graduation  re- 
quirement should  take  this  examination  the 
first  quarter  after  he  completes  his  freshman 
composition.

Geologist  Finds 
Indian  Symbols 
In  Mountains 


Not  Just  ‘Shoot’ 


TV  Aids  Classroom, 
Cuts  Operation  Costs 


A group  of  petroglyphs  near 
the  mouth  of  Provo  Canyon  was 
discovered  recently  by  Carl  H. 
Jones,  a graduate  student  in  ar- 
chaeology at  Brigham  Young 
University. 

PETROGLYPHS  are  symbols 
carved  upon  stone  by  ancient 
peoples  to  record  thoughts  and 
actions.  According  to  the  BYU 
Archaeology  Dept.,  petroglyphs 
of  the  type  discovered  by  Jones 
are  found  only  occasionally  in 
Utah  County.  There  are  some  ex- 
amples of  them  in  the  Uintah 
Basin. 

Jones  is  undertaking  a classi- 
fication of  archaeological  sites  in 
Utah  County  for  a thesis  for  his 
master’s  degree,  and  the  petro- 
glyphs are  part  of  his  survey. 

NOT  ALL  SYMBOLS  found 
in  the  petroglyphs  have  been 
found  in  Utah  County  before. 
The  hand,  antelope  and  concen- 
tric circles  are  all  common  in 
this  area. 


prompt  action  ....  to  improve 
and  expand  the  teaching  of  sci- 
ence.” 

Chosen  to  teach  the  initial 
physics  course  in  1958  was  Dr. 
Harvey  White  of  the  University 
of  California.  Six  Nobel  Prize 
winners  also  appeared,  as  guest 
lecturers. 

THIS  YEAR  A chemistry 
course,  taught  by  Dr.  John  F. 
Baxter  of  the  University  of  Flor- 
ida, is  televised,  as  are  re-runs 
of  Dr.  White’s  119  lectures.  To- 
gether the  two  men  provide  in- 
struction that  would  otherwise 
require  1333  science  professors 
teaching  in  as  many  classrooms. 

BUT  PERHAPS  the  most  im- 
portant point  about  “Continen- 
tal Classroom,”  Reddy  suggests, 
is  its  demonstration  that  TV  can 
rise  above  gore,  guns  and  gim- 
micks, and  offer  programming 
that  is  entertaining,  effective  and 
educational. 


Amid  rising  criticism  of  medi- 
ocrity in  television  program- 
ming, an  article  in  the  January 
Reader’s  Digest  reminds  us  that 
television  at  its  best  can  rise 
above  the  mediocre  and  perform 
inspiring  public  service. 

IN  THE  ARTICLE,  John  Red- 
dy reports  that  more  than  a mil- 
lion Americans  drag  themselves 
out  of  bed  at  daybreak  each  day 
to  “attend”  classes  in  physics  and 
chemistry,  via  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company’s  nation- 
ally-televised  “Continental  Class- 
room” lectures. 

The  courses  are  now  offered 
for  classroom  credit  by  350  col- 
leges. But  students  aren’t  limit- 
ed to  collegians.  They  range  in 
age  from  eight  to  80  and  in  oc- 
cupation from  high  school  teach- 
ers to  a group  of  San  Quentin 
prisoners. 

“CONTINENTAL  Classroom” 
was  launched  by  NBC  in  Septem- 
ber, 1958  in  response  to  Presi-
